WHAT  MAKES  THE  WORLD  GO  ROUND? 


A  question  as  old  as  man  serves  as  the 
basisfor  three  interesting  classes  in  the 
curriculum  at  MHS .  World  history, 
available  to  freshmen  and  sophomores, 
follows  man's  development  from  the  pre¬ 
historic  age  to  his  first  venture  into 
outer  space . 

U.S.  history,  a  junior  course,  covers 
the  events  in  the  world  which  influenced 
the  development  of  our  nation  up  to  the 
present . 

The  seniors  learn  about  the  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment  and  its  work  in  government  class . 
TTiey  study  the  different  phases  of  our 
local,  state,  and  federal  governments 
and  learn  to  understand  and  appreciate 
their  role  in  our  daily  lives  . 

By  the  time  a  student  at  MHS  is  ready  to 
graduate,  he  has  had  the  opportunity  to 
look  at  the  many  forces  which  shaped  our 
nation  and  its  place  as  a  major  power  in 
the  world ,

WE  COMMUNICATE 


Drama,  speech,  and  Englishall  have  the 
same  basic  purpose;  to  bring  out  one's 
inner  self  in  such  a  way  that  he  can  re¬ 
late  to  others  .  English  is  one  of  the  most 
important  subjects  offered  at  MHS .  It 
gives  us  the  basic  background  of  our  own 
language  and  its  many  different  uses . 
These  classes  are  of  special  interest  to 
those  who  plan  careers  in  which  a  com¬ 
mand  of  the  English  language,  spoken 
and  written,  is  important.  Speech  is  a 
class  in  which  a  pupil  develops  his  skills 
in  verbal  communication  .  He  may  make 
speeches  on  a  variety  of  subjects,  but 
clear  communication  is  his  goal.  Drama 
is  very  important  to  the  student  who  likes 
to  act  in  plays,  skits,  and  other  produc¬ 
tions.  This  class  gives  a  person  a  chance 
to  express  various  ideas,  not  always 
his  own,  to  his  audience  by  means  of 
voice  contrast,  facial  expressions,  and 
body  movements.  In  these  classes  the 
teachers  are  able  to  give  the  student 
more  personal  attention .  Senior  English, 
speech,  and  drama  are  electives  and  af¬ 
ford  the  student  extra  opportunities  in  the 
English  field .

SYSTEMATIC  PATHS  TO  DISCOVERY 


Manchester  High  School  offers  four 
courses  in  the  world  of  science.  The 
first  of  these  is  biology,  in  which  one 
studies  the  origin,  reproduction,  struc¬ 
ture,  and  growth  of  living  matter.  The 
highlights  of  this  class  are  the  lab  exer¬ 
cises  and  Mr  .  Underwood's  jokes  . 

Chemistry  is  a  course  that  investigates 
the  composition  of  various  substances 
and  different  forms  of  matter.  The  labs, 
made  interesting  by  experiments,  add 
to  these  classes . 

Physical  science  is  an  advanced  course 
of  general  science  .  Students  study  nat¬ 
ural  laws  and  processes  on  a  more  gen¬ 
eral  basis  than  in  chemistry  or  physics  . 

Physics  is  a  course  open  to  those  who 
have  completed  chemistry.  It  involves 
the  use  of  mathematics  to  study  the 
states,  properties,  and  processes  of 
matter .  Through  this  beginning  study, 
students  gain  a  new  respect  and  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  order  in  our  Universe .

OF  THE  UNIVERSE 


Because  some  knowledge  of  mathematics 
is  essential  in  any  occupation,  whether 
it  is  apparent  or  not,  our  school  offers 
a  math  class  to  suit  the  future  needs  of 
almost  every  student . 

General  math  is  offered  to  freshmen  and 
sophomores  who  do  not  plan  to  specialize 
in  mathematics,  but  desire  a  general 
knowledge  of  its  principles.  Those  stu¬ 
dents  who  do  plan  to  major  in  this  field 
may  take  Algebra  las  freshmen.  Geom¬ 
etry  is  offered  to  veterans  of  algebra  I 
and  is  followed  by  a  second  algebra 
course  in  the  junior  year. 

Persons  who  have  developed  a  permanent 
interest  in  math  are  challenged  by  sen¬ 
ior  math,  the  most  advanced  mathemat¬ 
ics  class  offered  here.  It  is  a  college 
preparatory  course,  teaching  the  basics 
of  analytic  geometry,  set  probability, 
and  calculus  .

TAKING  STEPS  TOWARD  INTERNATIONAL 


With  the  world  shrinking  all  the  time  and 
increasing  the  need  for  international  co¬ 
operation,  it  is  becoming  necessary  for 
more  and  more  persons  to  be  bi -lingual . 
Ideally,  everyone  should  be  able  to  speak 
at  least  one  foreign  language  fluently  .  To 
do  its  part  in  the  move  toward  total 
understanding  between  cultures,  Man¬ 
chester  High  offers  courses  in  Spanish, 
French,  and  Latin.  Spanish  gives  the 
student  a  knowledge  of  Latin  American 
and  Spanish  customs,  as  well  as  the 
language,  in  his  up  to  three  years  of 
study.  French,  a  sister  language  of 
Spanish,  is  offered  for  three  years  also. 
The  special  nasal  quality  so  essential  to 
conversation  in  this  language  is  acquired 
with  much  oral  practice.  Latin,  the 
father  of  all  the  Romance  languages,  is 
of  prime  importance  to  students  planning 
a  career  in  medicine  or  desiring  to  in¬ 
crease  their  English  vocabulary.

The  business  department  offers  many 
courses  for  those  interested  in  a  busi¬ 
ness  career  .  General  business  provides 
the  student  with  basic  principles  of  the 
business  world .  Typing  I  and  II  are  of¬ 
fered  to  students  wishing  to  learn  basic 
typing  skills  and  to  develop  the  more 
complex  office  skills .  Shorthand  I 
teaches  students  methods  of  dictation. 
In  shorthand  II,  transcribing  on  the  type  - 
writer  is  practiced  .  Bookkeeping  I  and  II 
deal  with  personal  bookkeeping  and  the 
use  of  journals,  ledgers,  and  financial 
statements .  Clerical  recordkeeping 
gives  a  better  understanding  of  the  cler¬ 
ical  jobs  done  ina  business  office. Busi¬ 
ness  law  introduces  students  to  legal 
aspects  of  many  business  situations  .  In 
office  practice,  students  leave  the  class¬ 
room  and  receive  practical  training  in 
offices  around  town.

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A  STUDY  OF  MAN-CHILD  TO  ADULT

Economics  is  a  study  of  people  manag¬ 
ing  their  resources  to  fill  their  wants  . 
Students  gain  a  basic  understanding  of 
economics;  the  ability  to  read  and  under¬ 
stand  economic  terms  used  in  news¬ 
papers  and  magazines,  and  information 
and  skill  to  carry  out  economic  and  civic 
duties  . 

Psychology  is  a  study  of  the  behavior  of 
man.  Topics  such  as  leadership,  pop¬ 
ularity,  love,  and  social  problems  are 
discussed.  This  does  not  qualify  a  stu¬ 
dent  to  analyze  his  fellow  humans,  but  it 
does  give  an  understanding  of  the  basic 
concepts  of  psychology. 

Social  problems  is  a  class  in  which  the 
major  issues  of  our  times  are  dis¬ 
cussed.  Questions  are  answered  that 
students  need  to  understand,  as  their 
opinions  will  someday  determine  im¬ 
portant  policies  . 

Exploratory  teaching  gives  students  a 
taste  of  what  teaching  is  really  like .  It 
discusses  a  wide  range  of  topics  in  the 
first  9 -weeks.  This  is  preparation  for 
the  assistant  teaching  each  student  will 
be  doing  during  the  last  9 -weeks  . 


For  the  first  time,  high  school  students  experience 
first-hand  the  ups  and  downs  of  teaching.

Each  Manchester  High  School  student  is 
required  to  take  one  semester  of  physical 
education  during  both  his  freshman  and 
sophomore  years  .  A  variety  of  activities 
is  offered  in  this  course.  The  most  com¬ 
mon  sports  include  tumbling,  trampo¬ 
line,  basketball,  and  volleyball.  Ad¬ 
vanced  physical  education  is  an  elective 
course  offered  to  juniors  and  seniors 
who  wish  to  further  develop  their  physical 
skills .  They  study  sports  more  thor¬ 
oughly  and  must  keep  a  notebook .  The 
objective  of  our  physical  education  pro¬ 
gram  is  to  develop  social,  recreational, 
mental,  and  physical  fitness  .  Health  and 
Safety  is  a  one  semester  course  teaching 
the  students  the  fundamentals  of  body 
structure  and  care  .  It  includes  discus¬ 
sions  of  physical  and  mental  health 
problems .

FORSEEING  THE  NEEDS  OF  TOMORROW 


Orientation  is  a  required  course  that 
enables  freshmen  to  become  acquainted 
with  high  school  life  .  They  learn  to  use 
the  school's  facilities  and  study  the  cur¬ 
ricular  and  CO -curricular  programs. 
They  are  told  about  various  vocations 
and  professions  .  They  learn  more  about 
themselves  and  their  abilities  by  taking 
personality  and  aptitude  tests  .  The  test 
scores  are  then  relayed  to  them  show¬ 
ing  where  their  talents  lie  . 

Driver's  Training  is  a  one -semester 
course  for  those  who  are  at  least  15  1/2 
years  old .  The  first  three  weeks  focus 
on  learning  the  regulations  of  the  road 
and  the  mechanics  of  the  car .

Several  new 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  faculty  , 
and  "The  Organ,  "  a  newspaper,  was  is¬ 
sued  for  the  first  time.  "The  Organ" 
comes  out  quarterly  and  informs  parents 
of  the  news  within  the  school  system. 


The  School  Board  deserves  recognition 
in  any  high  school  year  book,  and  in  the 
1966-67  Crest  we  are  honored  to  do  so. 
This  group  of  six  men  and  one  woman  was 
elected  by  the  members  of  our  community 
to  set  the  standards  by  which  our  school 
system  will  operate .
